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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner stands behind his detailed reasons 
why the nonelected claims cannot be rejoined. Withdrawn claims 6-7 both have the "sequentially installed" language to describe fluid 
control elements 152a and 152b and that feature is only disclosed in an embodiment (Figure 8) having one tank 156. Claim 12 claims two 
tanks in that embodiment (Figure 7) the two fluid control elements 126a and 140a are not "sequentially installed". Therefor, claims 6-7 
cannot properly depend from claim 12. The allegation that claims 8, 14, 15, 17 and 18 could also be properly rejoined is not supported by 
any analysis at all and is therfore completely unconvincing. 
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
